Local farm markets offer healthy options for low-income consumers 


For lower-income residents, 
fresh Michigan-grown produce is 
now within reach. Farm markets 
in Boyne City, Charlevoix, Gay- 
lord and Pellston — and, soon, the 
markets in Harbor Springs and 
Elk Rapids — will accept the Elec- 
tronic Balance Transfer (EBT) 
cards issued to those participat- 
ing in the Supplemental Nutri- 
tion Assistance Program (SNAP), 
a Federal program that helps 
lower-income individuals and 
families buy the food they need 
for good health. In Michigan, the 
card shows the Mackinac Bridge 
and is called a “Bridge Card.” 


“Cardholders can use their 
cards to buy breads, meat, dairy, 
cereals, fruits and vegetables,” 
said Lynne DeMoor, Community 
Health Coordinator for the Health 
Department of Northwest Michi- 
gan. DeMoor added that seeds or 
plants, such as tomato plants, can 
be purchased for home gardens to 
produce food for personal use. 
What’s more, the Boyne, 
Charlevoix and Pellston markets 
offer “Double-Up Food Bucks,” 
which offer consumers FREE 
market money by doubling the 
value of any SNAP credit used. 
Cards are swiped at a special 


booth, and the cardholder is given 
tokens to use at the market. “Just 
look for the big banner that says, 
‘Bridge Cards Welcome Here!’” 
DeMoor advised. 

“Tt’s great for the farmers,” De- 
Moor continued. “It’s also great 
for the people using Bridge Cards, 
and for the farm markets them- 
selves. With the Health Depart- 
ment spreading the word, several 
markets have said they’ve had an 
upswing in business from our 
local cardholders. We’re also 
holding fresh food cooking 
demonstrations at several of the 
markets, and anyone is welcome 
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to attend.” Cooking demonstra- 
tion schedules and other farm 
market information can be found 
on the Health Department’s Web 
site at www.nwhealth.org/farm- 
ersmarkets.html. 

Eligibility for the Food Assis- 
tance Program is based on the as- 
sets, income and allowable 
expenses of household members. 
Apply for benefits online at 
www.mibridges.michigan.gov/ac- 
cess/. In addition to the commu- 
nity farm markets, DeMoor said 
some permanent produce stands 
accept the card as well.

Top Tips for Creating Good Exercise Habits 


The Importance of 
Flexibility 
to Overall Fitness 


fFexibility is an important component 
of overall fitness. Here a woman per- 
forms a forward bend, a yoga stretch 
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You know that regular cardio- 
vascular activity is important to 
your fitness. Guidelines recom- 
mend at least 150 minutes of mod- 
erate aerobic activity per week. 
Strength training is also impor- 
tant and should be incorporated 
into a fitness program at least 
twice per week. Flexibility is con- 
sidered the third pillar of fitness. 
You need all three elements to 
truly be physically fit. Why is flex- 
ibility important? Flexibility may 
play a role in injury prevention, 
can help your body reach its opti- 
mum fitness level, can reduce the 
frequency of or delay the onset of 
arthritis and other illnesses. 

Flexibility refers to the range of 
movement in a joint or series of 
joints and length in the muscles 
that cross the joints. Loss of flexi- 
bility is associated with pain syn- 
dromes and balance disorders. 
Individual flexibility will vary by 
such things as joint structure, fat 
tissue, age and gender. Flexibility 
is measured by the sit and reach 
test, a seated forward bend toward 
the toes. 

Whatever your level of flexibil- 
ity, you can improve your flexibil- 
ity and overall fitness through a 
program of regular stretching. 
When you stretch, you lengthen 
the tendons that attach the muscle 
to the bone. The longer these 
fibers become, the more you will 
be able to increase the muscle 
strength each time you strength 


train. A more flexible muscle can 
become a stronger muscle. And, 
stronger muscles mean a faster 
metabolism and a better overall 
fitness level. Flexible muscles also 
make everyday activities easier 
and reduce the likelihood of in- 
jury. Muscles become less elastic 
with age. Without regular stretch- 
ing to increase muscle flexibility, 
even a simple activity, if it 
stretches the muscle beyond their 
limit, can result in injury. 

Stretching may also improve 
your circulation and increase 
blood flow to the muscles. Im- 
proved circulation will help pro- 
tect you from a range of illnesses, 
including diabetes and kidney dis- 
ease. In one study, people aged 40 
and above who performed well on 
the sit-and-reach test of flexibility 
also had less stiffness in their arte- 
rial walls, an indicator of the risk 
for stroke and heart attack. 

To improve your flexibility, 
make stretching part of your over- 
all fitness plan. Warm up 
stretches before aerobic workouts 
will help prepare the muscles for 
physical activity. Add an extended 
period of stretching, perhaps 30-60 
minutes per week, to increase flex- 
ibility. Incorporate all the major 
muscle groups in your stretching 
routine - arms, back, hips, thighs 
and calves. Next week, why you 
should consider adding yoga to 
your fitness plan - not only be- 
cause it is a great way to improve 
flexibility!

Most people find it diffi- 
cult to start a fitness rou- 
tine. The trouble comes 
with sticking with it. Our 
initial enthusiasm and en- 
ergy wanes, we get dis-

Iconic Corvette began 60 years ago 


Chevrolet has marked its 60th 
anniversary of the Corvette, an 
iconic American sports car. The 
first Corvette went into produc- 
tion in Flint, Mich. on June 30, 
1953. Since then, Corvette has be- 
come an American icon that con- 
tinues to offer the best in today’s 
technology and performance. 

“During the past six decades, 
the Corvette has been woven into 
the fabric of American culture, 
as the sports car of choice for 
movie stars, musicians and as- 
tronauts,” said Chris Perry, vice 
president, Chevrolet Marketing. 
“The very best Corvettes repre- 
sent the state-of-the-art for their 
eras in terms of design, technol- 
ogy and performance.” 

Here are some key facts high- 
lighting 60 years of Corvette his- 
tory: 

- Corvette is the world’s 
longest-running, continuously 
produced passenger car. The 
longest-running vehicle of any 
type is the Chevrolet Suburban. 

- Corvette made its debut asa 


concept vehicle at the General 
Motors Autorama in New York 
City on Jan. 17, 1953. It was such 
a success that a limited run of 
300 production Corvettes began 
on June 30 of that year. 

- All 1953 models were Polo 
White with a red interior and 
they were priced at $3,498. In 
2006, the third 1953 Corvette pro- 
duced sold for a record $1.06 mil- 
lion at auction. 

- Corvette was exclusively 
available with an inline six- 
cylinder engine until 1955. That 
year, the optional V-8 engine was 
ordered by 90 percent of buyers. 
The six-cylinder was dropped in 
1956. Corvette has been available 
exclusively with V-8 power 
since. 

- Corvette was produced only 
as a convertible for its first 10 
years. The fixed-roof 1963 “split- 
window” Corvette Sting Ray 
coupe launched the second-gen- 
eration Corvette. Sales doubled 
and it became a year-round car 
for drivers in colder climates. 


- Approximately 1.56 million 
Corvettes have been produced 
since June 30, 1953. The 500,000th 
Corvette was built in 1977; the 1 
millionth was built in 1992, and 
the 1.5 millionth Corvette rolled 
off the line in 2009. 

- Corvettes have been produced 
at three facilities: Flint, Mich. 
(1953); St. Louis, Mo., (1954-1981); 
and Bowling Green, Ky. (1981- 
2014). The change from St. Louis 
to Bowling Green happened dur- 
ing the production year. The first 
1981 Corvette was built in St. 
Louis, and the last 1981 Corvette 
was built in Bowling Green. 

- No 1983 Corvettes were sold 
to the public. The model year 
was skipped in preparation for 
the all-new 1984 Corvette, which 
launched the C4 generation. 
Forty-four Corvette prototypes 
were built as 1983 models. Only 
one remains, and it is on display 
at the National Corvette Mu- 
seum, in Bowling Green, Ky.
